SOUND SIGNALS 
TO LURE FISH 

Household appliances maka 
up a small but highly important 
part tn our mechanized lives 
Their absence Is felt particularly 
keenly on long journeys whan 
It is not always possihle to find 
a aullablc socket to plug ihn 
gadgets In. A Japanese firm has 
come up with a five-watt solar 
generator which fits Into a small 
attach^ case measuring 35 by 
32 centimetres. When opened 
and 111 with tho sunrays, lha 
generator produces electricity 
which is enough Lo power an 
electric shavor, a juicer, or a 
coffee-grinder in most "uncom- 
fortable" conditions like hunting 
■or fishing expeditions. On the 
subject of fishing the Japanese 
maintain that present fishing 
gear should be relegated to toe 
museums. How. It seems toe 
fish must eo into the net by 
themselves. There Is nothing 
really miraculous about It. A 
Japanese flsb nursery subjecis 
the fry to the action of sound 
signals which, tt is believed, 
remain in the memory ot ura 
fish for a long time.

Third generation of solar power plants 


Soviet power engineers havo 
begun work on the third gene- 
ration of solar power plants. 
These stations will use a ther- 
mochemical method of convert- 
ing solar energy into heat, de- 
veloped In (he Soviet Union. 
According to preliminary esti- 
mates, the use of this method 
will produce a much greater 
economic effect than solar po- 
wer plants fn which a steam 
generator Is used. 

The third generation power 
plants will generate electricity 
using the well-known process 
of producing synthesized gaB, 


a valuable raw material in 
chemical Industry. Solar rays, 
concentrated by mirrors, heat 
up a reactor containing metha- 
ne and carbon dioxide which 
turn Into synthesized gas, 

Burning synthesized gas ge- 
nerates heat, a considerable 
part of which Is made up of 
solar energy. This method or 
capturing solar heat will be 
used during daytime arid In 
cloudless weather. In bad wea- 
ther and .at night methane or 
accumulated synthesized gas 
will be burned. - 


Gas condensate to bo extracted at Urengol 


Gas processing Is a new pro- 
fession which will be added to 
tha traditional list of .Jobs at 
the Urengol gas field In West- 
ern Siberia, workers here have 
begun work on the construction 
of tbs first Installation for In- 
dustrial extraction of gas con- 
densate, whereas hitherto the 
Held produced only gas. 


- The Installation Is a major 
factory in the Polar tundra. Ob- 
taining gas from a depth of 
three kilometres, it will not only 
dry It, but also separate gas 
condensate with Its subsequent 
processing at refineries. Four 
such Installations are to be built 
here during this five-year plan 
period. 


The fry obtained from their 
roe are Initially kept fu “nur- 
series" and are subsequently 
transferred to special pools. At 
a later stage young fish weigh- 
ing two to three grammes are 
released Into the Volga to 
strike out on their own. 


THE BIG CHU CANAL 
CONTINUES TO GROW 

The Big Chu Canal, which Is 
the biggest artificial water ar- 
tery In Kirghizia, has been en- 
larged, with a new 33-kllomet- 
re stretch being commissioned 
between the main water Instal- 
lation and the republic's capital. 

This canal, which takes in wa- 
ter from five mountain rivers, 
will allow the irrigation of near- 
ly twenty thousand hectares of 
land and an increase of water- 
supplies . to over 30 thousand 
hectares of arable land In col- 
lective and state farms. 

The Big Chu Canal plays an 
Important role in the develop- 
ment of farming in tho republic. 
With the commissioning of the 
Western branch of the canal 
and tha Ortotokol reservoir on 
the Chu River, 110 thousand 
hectares of- previously unused 
land will ba sown with crops. 

. There are more than 30 thou- 
sand Irrigation canals in Kirghi- 
zia and 280 water resoivoirs. 
This has made It possible to ex- 
tend the area of stably irrigated 
arable land to one million odd 
hectares,

CMEA additions to 
the genetic pool 

Under the long-term task- 
oriented programme for coope- 
ration In agriculture and food 
industries, the socialist CMEA 
member-countries are carrying 
out International tests to check 
on the types and hybrids of 27 
high-yielding crops and seven 
types of fruit. Joining their ef- 
forts, selectionists from the 
CMEA countries have evolved 
types and hybrids of grain 
crops which produce stable 
yields of seven to eight tonnes 
end even more per hectare. 

In this country the crops pro- 
duced by selectionists from the 
other CMEA countries are allot- 
ted one-fifth of all the land un- 
der maize, and a considerable 
share of the land under other 
crops. This gives the Soviet 
Union Hn additional two million 
tonnes of grain every year. At 
the same time, tho countries ot 
the CMBA community lake ad- 
vantage oi more than 70 hlgu- 
ytoldlng types and hybrldB ol 
winter wheat, maize, sunflower, 
rice nnd other crops selected 
In the Soviet Union. 

At the same time. Joint et- 
forts are under way to raise ef- 
ficiency In animal husbandry on 
the basis ol using the genetic 
potential ol Uie best breeds of 
cattle and poultry. 

Over the past decade, the So- 
viet Union purchased irom lls 
CMEA partners nearly 12 thous- 
and heads of hlgh-breod cattle, 
2 5 thousand sows and more 
than 19 thousand sheep, having, 
In Us turn, supplied these coun- 
tries with considerable numbers 
of Hs own hlgh-brced animals.
